For months prices have been 
falling and many railroad issues had 
been reached the lowest levels in 
their history. The news that earn- 
ings were to be guaranteed and that 
the period of uncertainty as to the 
future of the railroads was at an 
end acted like a sharp spur to a 
jaded horse. 
The market leaped forward at the 


outset, prices jumping S to 18 
points above yesterday's close, and 
although there were recessions later, 
the buying continued strong and vig- 
orous. 
The news came as a complete sur- 


prise, no definite announcement hav- 
ing been expected until next week 
The guarantees and safeguards, sur- 
rounding the government's

were hailed with enthusiasm

advances were most pronounced in 
shares which recently registered the 
lowest records.

The officials of this road felt that 
it was up to someone to take steps 
to increase agricultural production 
in their territory. They did not wait 
for the farmers to act themselves, or 
for associations of business men to 
take hold of it. 


They saw that the farmers were 


having trouble 
to cultivate their 


land. So they bought a lot of farm 
tractors, and let them out for $1.5o 
an acre for ploughing, and 75 cents 
an acre for harrowing. 
Many farm- 


ers who did not feel that they could 
afford to buy a tractor, or who had 
not become convinced they needed 
one. were glad to try them out on 
this basis. 


Not merely did these farmers get 


their land cultivated, but a lot of 
others became so much interested 
that they bought tractors for them- 
selves. 
As a consequence there was 


last summer a very large acreage 
under successful cultivation in that 
territory and there will be more this 
summer.

troops from the east to the west, the 
effect of this armistice is to release 
all the effective German forces in 
the east against the British, French, 
American and Italian forces in the 
west.

BANDITS PURSUED 


INTO INTERIOR BY 


AMERICAN TROOPS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Marl'a, Tex., Dec. 27.—Two troops 


of American cavalry are pursuing 50 
Mexican bandits toward the interior 
of Mexico today, making the second 
time within a month that Mexican 
raiders have been followed across the 
border. Movements of the American 
troops were unknown by Colonel 
George T. Langhorne, commanding 
officer of the Big Bend patrol dis- 
trict, until late last night, as it was 
impossible for the pursuing forces to 
get in connection with headquarters 
until they had chased the bandits 
out of the rocky country where they 
sought refuge Tuesday night after 
raiding the Brite ranch and killing 
three men—one American and two 
Mexicans. 


Reports of the crossing into Mex- 


ico were sent to Colonel Langhorne 
from 
river points where govern- 


ment telegraph stations are located. 


Another raid was made by a 


smaller band of Mexicans on the 
Fitzgerald ranch, 15 miles west of 
the 
Brite 
postoffice, 
Christmas 


night. 
This band is supposed to 


have been a detachment of the 50 
who raided the Brite postoffice and 
merchandise 
store 
on the 
Brite 


ranch, 27 miles southwest of Marfa, 
Christmas 
morning1.

Mexican 


ranch-hand, employed on the Fitz- 
gerald ranch, reached Valentine to- 
day and made the following report: 


"A Mexican by the name, of Kojo, 


employed as a ranch-hand on the 
Fitzgerald ranch, stated that about 
10 Mexicans, unknown to him, came 
to the ranch and after binding him, 
hand and foot, drove off 10 head of 
mules and two horses." 


Troops stationed at Valentine are 


prepared for a possible raid on that' 
place,. word having been brought to 
the station today that bandits were 
preparing 
to 
attack 
during , the 


night. All the men at Valentine are 
prepared to help the soldiers in' de- 
fending the town. 


According to the latest reports re- 


ceived by Colonel Langhorne .only 
one American soldier—Private John 
F. 'Kelley, Troop M—was seriously 
wounded in the fight, while many 
Mexicans 
are 
reported 
dead 
or 


wounded. 


A report from Villa sympathizers

here indicates that the 


bandits were men from the Carran- 
zista forces.

Colonel Langhorne has received in- 
formation that the bandits are so- 
called Villa followers who .were im- 
personating Carranzista forces even 
to the extent of dressing in their 
uniforms in order to bring discredit 
upon, the government troops.
